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SUMMARY 


Belaya  Tserkov  Army  Barracks  Ross  ts 
located  in  the  center  of  Belaya  Tserkov,  north 
of  the  Ross  River  (Figure  1). 

The  installation  covers  56  acres  and  con- 
tains an  administration  building,  6 barracks, 
24  storage  buildings,  12  support  buildings,  2 
vehicle  maintenance  buildings,  a vehicle  park, 
an  athletic  field,  and  a probable  small-arms 


firing  range  (Figures  2 and  3). 

The  installation  was  covered  by  9 KEYHOLE 
missions  between  June  1961  and  August  1964. 
Comparative  analysis  revealed  the  same  level 
of  activity  during  this  period.  The  only  change 
observed  since  1961  is  the  addition  of  one 
barracks  between  June  and  August  1964.

An  all-weather  road  provides  access  to 
Belaya  Tserkov. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  an  administration  build- 
ing, 6 barracks,  5 storage  buildings,  and  5 
support  buildings.  One  of  the  barracks  was 
erected  between  June  and  August  1964. 

General.  Storage  Areas 

Area  El  contains  14  storage  and  6 support 
buildings. 

Area  E2  contains  5 storage  and  1 support 
building.

Area  ,7.1  contains  2 vehicle  maintenance 
buildings  (400  by  50  feet  and  245  by  40  feet). 

Area  J2  contains  a 2 .1 0 - by  95 -foot  vehicle 
park.

Small-Arms  Firing  Range 

Area  L is  a 340-  by  95-foot  probable 
small-arms  firing  range.  The  firing  range 
appears  to  be  located  in  a shallow  excavation .
